oreword 


I  IF.  important  property  contained  in  the  present  catalogue  includes 
the  fine  turniture  and  decorations  removed  from  the  apartment  of 


the  late  John  Wanamaker  Jr.  at  817  Fifth  Avenue,  together  w  ith 
period  furniture  from  the  Wanamaker  house  at  12  Washington  Square,  one 
of  the  landmarks  of  Greek  Revival  architecture  in  New  York.  The  hulk  ot 
the  art  property  contained  in  the  latter  residence,  including  the  exceptional 
group  of  pharmacy  jars  and  the  seventeenth  century  pharmacy  room  itself 
[Number  >8S],  was  collected  by  the  late  Rodman  Wanamaker,  the  catho- 
licity of  whose  taste  is  represented  on  the  one  hand  by  the  unusual  amount  of 
needlepoint  and  tapestry  turniture,  and  on  the  other  by  the  tine  group  of 
Ch'ien-lung  jades,  headed  by  a  magnificent  fei-ts'  ui  incense  burner  [Number 
^1]  of  Imperial  origin. 

The  French,  English,  and  Spanish  furniture  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  apart- 
ment was  carefully  selected  in  the  modern  canon  of  simplicity:  that  is  to  say, 
tor  that  economy  of  line  and  contour  which  is  found,  for  example,  in  the 
best  pieces  ot  Hepplewhite  and  Sheraton  and  Louis  Seize.  Furniture  of 
this  sort  is  not  only  pleasant  to  live  with,  but  can  be  mixed,  ad  arbitrium,  in 
any  proportions. 

The  best  virtues  of  English  eighteenth  century  design  can  be  found  in 
the  silver  ot  the  Georgian  period:  such  pieces  as  the  four  George  III 
covered  entree  dishes  by  Richard  Cooke  [Numbers  709  and  710],  Paul 
Morr's  superb  tray  made  for  the  Royal  Household  in  181  2  [Number  727] 
and  the  two  sumptuous  Georgian  gilded  silver  racing  cups  [Numbers  728 
and  729]  by  Richard  Crosslev  and  Benjamin  Smith  exemplify  the  massive 
elegance  of  a  Corinthian  society  secure  in  the  consciousness  of  its  own 
stability. 

A  small  group  of  tine  Ghiordes  prayer  rugs  {e.g.  Numbers  851  and 
852)  displays  the  inordinate  care  in  the  selection  and  balance  of  colors 
characteristic  of  all  Asia  Minor  carpets  of  the  classic  periods.
